$200 cost of living bonus. The mini­ 
mum salary set by the board was 
$3500.

WHY TRAP? 
There are few, if any, profes­ 
sional trappers left in this area, 
and the boys are not having fun 
this way as was the case a few 
years ago. The reason is simple 
enough. Trapping is a little tougher 
than hunting, though much more ex­ 
citing. But you do have to work at it 
little. And the pay-off is strictly 
in thrill. 
Money has not become an object. 
*ur has gone into a skid, due to a 
glut from fur farmers who have 
tried to make it fast. Result, very 
[ow fur prices and few trappers. 
Back in 1927 we were being paid 
$16 for a mink. The price this 
year is listed by some dealers as 
14 for males and $7 for females. 
We received $2 straight for all 
muskrats if they were well skin­ 
ned. In this year of high prices 
rat is bringing only $1.10. But 
you never would know it when you 
buy a coat for the little lady. 
A red fox fur is worth 25 cents 
The bounty is $4. Why bother with 
a fancy skinning job? 
If you ever have skinned a pos­ 
sum you probably are sorry. They 
are worth between IO and 15 cents. 
The mink is the best pay, and 
still he is less than thirty years 
ago. And he also is not easy to 
catch . . . for the amateur. 
Speaking of bounties, the game 
commission has named the figures 
for the fiscal year, starting June I, 
1957. The great horned owl is worth 
$5 and the red and grey foxes earn 
you $4.

This indus­ 
trious animal benefits man by build­ 
ing dams that hold precious rain­ 
water on the land, thus retarding! 
the rise of rivers in flood time. 
,But these and other interestingfacts 
about the life and habits of this 
aquatic rodent are not the particular | 
interest of some persons at the 
moment. Trappers, for example,! 
view the animal’s pelt as its most] 
desirable feature, and many of them 
have been prospecting for likely] 
water areas on which to make their] 
catch when governing regulations] 
allow. 
The 
Game 
Commission, 
noting the beaver population is com­ 
parable to that of last year and that] 
depreciated fur values continue to be 
reflected in a lessened interest in] 
trapping, again declared a liberal 
season for broadtails in 1957. 
One person may set, tend or] 
operate IO traps only. Traps must 
be tagged with metal name tags, 
These identifications must show a- 
bove the ice or water line to permit] 
easy inspection without disturbance 
to traps. Traps may not be set on 
the structure of any beaver or house, 
or within 25 feet of the water line on 
the structure of either. 
Seals shall be attached to beaver 
pelts by State Game Protectors, to 
whom the skins must be presented] 
within 
IO days after the season 
closes. Beaver skins may not be] 
sold or otherwise disposed of legally 
until properly sealed. The skins 
should be presented to the game 
protector in the district or county 
in which the animals were trapped. 
Beaver kill statistics by districts 
are important to the Game Com­ 
mission in planning future seasons, 
In the previous three seasons the 
beaver harvest has been: 1954 -| 
3,459; 1^55 - 3,176; 1956 - 2,973. 
On publicly-owned land no trap­ 
ping will be permitted on dams 
posted by the Game Commission. 
Neither will it be permitted on! 
water areas on private property 
where the placarding has been done 
at the request or by the consent of 
the 
landowners 
concerned. 
The 
warning notices are posted against] 
beaver trapping at water impound­ 
ments in which beaver numbers are 
low, to ensure sufficient brood stock 
for later years. 


Briefly, here is the Pennsylvania 
beaver story. Early in this century 
the animals were extinct in this 
state, so far as anyone knew. Be­ 
tween 
1918 and 
1925 the Game 
|Commission r e l e a s e d 
approxi­ 
mately IOO beavers in likely locali­ 
s e s . These furbearers multiplied 
and spread rapidly. They were pro­ 
tected until 1934, when the first 
season was declared. In the inter­ 
vening years Pennsylvania trappers 
have taken a total of 48,054 beavers 
in the Commonwealth.

ENGINEERS WANTED 
Pennsylvania is looking for 1,500 
engineers to work in the Department 
of Highways and the Department of 
Forests and Waters.

With only 3,800 civil engineering 
graduates e x p e c t e d to receive 
diplomas in the entire nation next 
June, the shortage is obvious.

we’re off to T roy,” I can hear 
the Greek chorus chanting.) 
It’s just that music has added 
one more dimension to the show 
and we may hope that the future 
songs may have a little more sub­ 
stance to them. I must say I thor­ 
oughly enjoyed a number in which 
Gleason and his sidekick Art C ar­ 
ney, adrift in a lifeboat, fell to 
mellowing at one another: 
"If I 
must die, let me die with a pal 
like you.” I’m looking forward to 
picking up the quartet in Paris 
next Saturday.

and later did a superb takeoff on 
Leonard Bernstein.

The county Medical Society’s com­ 
mittee on poliomyelitis v a c c i n e , 
composed of Drs. Ross E. Brian, 
Lee J. Borger, John W. Larson (pic­ 
tured administering a shot), and 
William S. Walters, has made all 
arrangements. 
It has also been announced by the 
physicians that due to a reduction 
in the cost of vaccine, the fee per 
injection will be cut 25 per cent, to 
$3.00 in most cases. The three 
shots for each person will now cost 
only $9.00. 
On several occasions free shots 
are available for anyone who is un­ 
able to pay. The free vaccine itself 
is supplied by the state and given at 


I Well Baby Clinics in the area. Adults 
and older children are just as eligi­ 
ble for free vaccine, but to avoid 
misuse, it is customary to contact 
the family doctor, who will give a 
referral slip in proper cases.

Tax Hints for Car and Home Owners 


(This is one of a series of articles on federal income tax 
filing. These articles are based on information provided by 
the American Institute of Accountants, and the Pennsylvania 
Institute Society of Certified Public Accountants in coopera­ 
tion with the Internal Revenue Service.) 


Your home and you car may be the source of deductions that will 
lower your federal income tax. It is important to check all possible de­ 
ductions because of the savings involved. If you are in the lowest bracket 
—20%—each $5 you can find in deductions may mean a dollar in your 
pocket. 
For persons with higher 
incomes the possible savings are 
even greater. 
The interest on a mortgage is 
deductible on your federal tax re­ 
turn. In most cases, payments to 
a bank include both interest and 
principal; as the mortgage is re­ 
duced the interest is less and a 
larger portion is applied to the prin­ 
cipal. Only the interest is deduc­ 
tible in the case of your residence. 


Real Estate Taxes 
Sometimes the monthly payment 
also includes an additional amount 
which the bank holds for the pay­ 
ment of taxes, insurance, etc. In 
this case the bank is acting as your 
agent in paying tax on your prop­ 
erty. Real estate taxes paid by the 
hank for you are deductible as if 
you had paid them directly. 
If your home had been damaged 
by fire, storm or flood, your loss not 
covered by insurance is deductible. 
The amount of the loss is calculated 
by comparing the fair market value 
of the property just before and just 
after the casualty. This loss, or the 
cost of the property, whichever is 
lower, is reduced by any insurance 
recovery to determine the loss for 
tax purposes. 
When 
large 
amounts 
are 
in­ 
volved it may be wise to have an 
expert appraisal made immediately 
after the casualty. 


W hen You Sell a Home 
You are not allowed to deduct 
any loss you may suffer on the sale 
of your personal residence. How­ 
ever, you may be required to pay 
tax on a gain resulting from selling 
the house at a profit. 
If, however, you buy and occupy 
another home within one year, be­ 
fore or after, the gainful sale of 
your former home, you are not 
taxed on the gain at the time of the 
sale. Alternatively, you can start 
construction of a home within a 
year, 
and 
occupy 
it 
within 
IS 
months afte r,th e sale of your old 
home. If the new’ home costs as 
much as you received for your old 
one (with allowances for certain 
"fixing-up" expenses), you are not 
taxed or. the gain. If your new home 
costs less, the gain is taxable to 
the extent of the differences. In any 


event, you are required to submit 
information concerning any sale of 
your home at a profit, whether or 
not the gain is taxable. 
When you buy a home you gen­ 
erally 
agree 
with 
the 
previous 
owner on a schedule of adjustments 
for taxes, insurance, water rates 
and similar items. However, you 
and the previous owner can deduct 
tnis real estate tax in proportion to 
the number of days of the property 
tax year that each of you held the 
property—whether or not you have 
agreed to apportion the tax. You 
are considered to have paid your 
share of the tax when you bought 
the home. This applies to any real 
estate 
you 
may 
have 
purchased 
during 1956. 


D eductible Auto E xpenses 
From the time you buy an auto­ 
mobile you begin to have other ex­ 
penses 
which 
are 
deductible 
on 
your federal 
income 
tax 
return. 
Any state or local sales tax you 
paid on the car purchase is deduc­ 
tible. So is the cost of your license 
plates, state inspection fees and 
interest on an auto loan. 
A common deduction in many 
taxpayers’ returns is for state gas­ 
oline tax. It is best to keep a rec­ 
ord of your gasoline purchases dur­ 
ing the year, but if you don’t have 
such a record you can still make 
a reasonable estimate. 
' If you had a collision, you may 
be able to deduct for the damage 
to your own car not covered by in­ 
surance. 
Although 
driving 
may 
have been faulty, you are entitled 
to the deduction if the accident was 
not due to your negligence. 
Such a loss, or loss from fire, 
theft or other accidents is deter­ 
mined 
in 
the 
m anner 
described 
above in connection with damage 
to a house. 
The instruction book which comes 
with your tax forms gives further 
information. Help is also available 
by telephone or at offices of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service. The Rev­ 
enue Service urges you to consult 
a properly qualified advisor if you 
decide to seek outside help.

where to go with our water. Now they 
want us to send it over the great 
divide into Lake Erie. 
The old Smoke Hole with its pret- 
zeled street plan never has been very 
popular with us, so we suppose we 
are prejudiced. 
Maybe we should 
turn diis entire problem over to 
the Pirate ball club. Now there is 
a group that is accustomed to get­ 
ting at the bottom of things. 
The same people who will run to 
a doctor when they have water on the 
knee, and to a plumber when they 
have a leak in their pipes, suddenly 
become authorities on flood control 
when millions are lost through water 
on our low lands and some not so low. 
Engineers apparently know nothing 
about this subject. 
If you really want to know how 
to stop floods, write various his­ 
torical groups who believe bones 
should be preserved in their original 
earthy encasement. 
The old boy 
(or girl) may have wandered all over 
the universe when he was alive but 
once he became dead he not only 
must remain so but he must stay 
where he was putl 
Or write any Pittsburgh paper. 
They have staffs of w riters who 
can tell you more ways of stopping 
the stream from flowing downhill 
than there are people who lose 
millions of dollars every time the 
river takes off on its upward climb. 
Then there are those who like to 
. ^veam of old rafts, and their close 
^friends who enjoy a trip on the river 
when once a year it becomes deep 
enough to allow such liberties to be 
taken with its waters. These fellows 
have dreams and memories on their 
side. And there is nothing that will 
stop a bad flood dream like a good 
dream.... or a few bags of memories. 
We always enjoyed the suggestion 
that we have a series of small dams 
on small streams to prevent floods. 
We think this would be a g^reat idea 
and a fine solution except for one 
slight o v e r s i g h t . 
What small 
streams? 
In case you haven’t noticed, they 
have dammed the Tionesta below us. 
What we are concerned with is the 
water at Warren (Pennsylvania, that 
is). The only streams above us that 
are big enough to have any water to 
dam are the Kinzua creek and Sugar 
Run. Or maybe you would dam Jack­ 
son run and eliminate the town of 
Chandlers V a l l e y and its related 
cemeteries?

This groundwork 
for industrial expansion however 
must fit into a master plan which 
could be effected if the commis 
sioners would cooperate.

REASONABLE CREDIT, SYSTEMATIC 
SAVING NFO CREDIT UNION GOALS 


The organization of a credit union 
at National Forge and Ordnance Co. 
was based on fulfilling two of the; 
basic needs of employees — pro­ 
viding a means of systematic saving 
and making reasonable credit avail­ 
able. Although the plan is only two 
months old at NFO, both of the 
basic problems are being answered. 
The membership is growing and the 
management’s immediate willing­ 
ness to allow payroll deductions has 
contributed toward the constant in­ 
creasing flow of savings into the 
treasury. Funds have been accumu­ 
lated so that loans, limited of course, 
are available to those who are 
eligible. 
The program is very simple. Em­ 
ployees of the manufacturing con­ 
cern met and chose a board of 
directors, credit committee, and 
supervisory committee. It was es­ 
tablished that membership would 
require a fee of 25£ and a 25$ 
deposit in a savings account. With 
both of these stipulations met a 
member would be in a position to 
contract for a loan. 
Savings can be deducted from 
pay checks and each $5 is desig­ 
nated as a share. Dividends will 
be distributed annually on the basis 
ce chares or even $5 in deposits 
L-ie insurance is provided on sav­ 
ings equal to deposits up to $1,000 
maximum and loan insurance cov­ 
ers all unpaid balances in the event 
of death to the loanee. The credit 
union officials hopefully expect to 
be in a position to pay a 3% divi­ 
dend at the end of the first year. 
It should be understood, however, 
that dividends are never guaranteed 
as the activity of the union deter­ 
mines the financial status. 
Loans are made to qualified mem­ 
bers only. The interest rate is 1% 
per month on the unpaid balance 
which on the surface seems to tota 
12% per year but is actually much 
less when compared with a judg­ 
ment note. On the basis of a $100 
loan repayable in equal monthly 
installm ents, the member would be 
required to pay $6.62 in interest 
for the use of the money, loan in­ 
surance, and the possibility of shar­ 
ing in the dividend distribution at 
the end of the year. Amounts of 
loans are limited now by the accu­ 
mulation of funds but when in Tul 
operation the union will be in a 
position to lend up to $ 10,000 to an 
individual and up to $400 on his 
signature alone. Any amounts above 
$400 must be guaranteed by some 
type of security. 
The life insurance is on a slightly 
sliding scale. For new depositors 
between the ages of 55 and 60 the 
insurance will pay 75% of the $1,000 
policy, between 60 and 65 it wil 
pay 50% and between 65 and 70 it 
will pay 25%. There is no insur­ 


ance for new depositors over 70 
years of age. Insurance earned be- 
I'ore the age of 55 keeps its original 
100% value. 
In accordance with federal regu­ 
lations, the credit union held its 
annual meeting on January 20 and 
elected the following to the board 
of directors and they, in turn, de­ 
term ined the particular office hold­ 
ers: Harold E. Patchen, president;

The credit union has a success­ 
ful history of many decades. Based 
on the principle that men can es­ 
tablish strong, dem ocratic, finan­ 
cial organizations and control their 
own fiscal policies, the credit unions 
have encouraged saving and made 
sorrowing a cooperative effort. 
All members of an employee’s 
family living at the employee’s ad­ 
dress can belong to the union but 
no person who is not an employee 
of National Forge & Ordnance Co. 
can be a member. It is profitable, 
insurance wise, for shares to be 
.owned in lots of $ 1,000 by different 
members of the family. Thereby, 
each 
member 
might accumulate 
$1,000 in life insurance which is 
the maximum for any one person. 
The plan is not new in W arren 
County but is available for the first 
time at National Forge. All pro­ 
visions of the organization are sub­ 
ject to federal regulations and in­ 
spections.
